Somewhere in France, 
December 31, 1917. 
Hon. John N. Cole, 
My dear Sir: 


I have just been relieved from 
guarding a lot of gasolene tanks, and it 
gives me a great cpportunity to drop 
you a few lines as I have intended to do 
long before this, but we are limited to 
three letters a week so it makes it diffi- 
cult to remember all of our friends at 
one time. : 


We receive the Andover Townsman 
quite regular and it certainly keeps us 
in close touch with the good old town’s 
doings. Undoubtedly the cold winter 
has set in for fair in the States. The 
only fault we find with the climate here 
is the great dampness which has caused 
a good many colds amongst the fellows. 

Outside of this, the weather cannot be 
criticised. Here it is pretty near Jan- 
uary and it isn’t any colder than théfall 
weather that we have in the States. 

We are all anxious for the warm 
weather to come so we can get a good 
crack at those Germans. All of us feel 
that there is so. much to do and are 
eager to start and finish so we can get 
back with the boys again. 

You can tell by looking at these 
prisoners of war here, that they are a 
determined bunch, but they will real- 
ize different sdoner or later. We have 
had many chances to get souvenirs, but 
we are forbidden to communicate with 
them at all. 

The New York Herald and Daily 
Mail can be bought here, so we get a few 
brief facts about conditions upon. the 
line. 

Well, there seems to be no more news 
other than what has been mentioned, so 
I will have to close for this time, sending 
my best regards to all in the Press.

Dear Aunt :— 


I received your letter of the third, 
yesterday, and I am sure that you 
must have heard from me before now. 
I have not got your box yet, but the 
mail is coming thick and fast, so I guess 
I'll get it in a day or so.. Oh, yes, I 
wrote to the Major, and got an answer. 

I have got two of the boxes which have 
been sent me. One, I think, from 
Gordon and Edith and the other from 
Wilson Knipe. Well, you wished to 
know a little about the country in which 
we are. Well, in regard to landscape, it 
does not differ much from ours. About 
a week ago I was out, fora walk, and 
duing my stro 1 wandered up a large 
hill and was very much surprised at 
finding a ruined chateau, which seemed 
to be just crumbling with age. How cld 
it is, I could not estimate, but were it to 
speak, I bet it could tell quite a story. 
It must have been a beautiful place in 
its day, but its day has long since, gone.

The New England Milk Situation | 


The New England Dairyman, pub- 
lished by the New England Milk Pro- 
ducers Association, or, as it styles it- 
self, the Nampa, is doing some excellent 
work for the milk producers of New 
England. And to quote from some of 
its readers and members of the asso- 
ciation, a Waitsfield, Vt., member, ; 
says, “I think you are doing a good' 
work for the farmers’, and from a! 
lawrence member: “The Dairyman i§ 
indispensable.” At the recent investi- 
gation of the milk situation, the Ni-E. 
M. P. A. has secured every contention | 
it fought’ for, except that\the cost ‘of 
stations should be. apportioned to the} 
milk passing these stations. This 
matter has been deferred three months. | 
The New England Regional Milk Board | 
of the National Food Administration, 
has, after the most searching investi- 
gation, awarded to the farmers supply- | 
ing milk for Greater Boston, a price of | 
83 cents per quart for milk 3.5% de-| 
livered at the Boston railroad terminal | 
during the months January, February ' 
and March. Fo: milk within two miles 
of Boston it accords a price of 9} cents 
per quart. It recommends that all 
milk be bought, on weight and tested 
whenever possible, and establishes a 
premium or a deduction of 4 cents per 
hundred pounds for each point of test 
above or below 3.5%. 

While farmers have been granted an 
increase of one cent per quart, the dealers 
have been limited to an advance of one- 
half cent per quart for family trade, 
making 144 cents. . 

The Dairyman being the organ of 
the N. E. M. P. C., will be able to give 
the farmers all the news regarding 
change of prices and will be of value to 
farmers and producers alike. 


Ships the Supreme Need

An Army of Stenographers 


There is to-day in the City of Wash- 
ington in active operation an army 
whose exploits attract little notice, but 
whose members are doing a very. large 
“bit” toward winning the war for 
America—an . army. of, stenographers 
and typists, twelve thousand’ ‘strong, 
recruited from every State in the Union. 
A majority of these soldiers of the note- 
book and typewriter are girls. Day in 
and day out their nimble fingers faith- 
fully click out the tremendous volume of 
correspondence and records required by 
a great nation at war. They wear no 
badge nor uniform; their work is all 
work and has no thrill nor romance; but 
the United States could not stay in the 
wai a month without them. 

The rapidly expanding departments of 


‘the Government in Washington employ 


stenographers and typists with a greed 
that seems insatiable. There will be 
20,000 Government employees of this 
class in Washington at the end of this 
year. Owing to the general demand the 
Commission is finding it a difficult task 
to. meet :the calls of the departments. 
Examinations are held every Tuesday in 
450 cities, and the Commission states 
that an examination will be held in any 
city at any time, day or night, when 
there is prospect of assembling a class of 
three or four competitors. Eligibility 
may be obtained through passing an 
examination in practical tests in short- 
hand and typewriting. It is practicable 
to complete such an examination in one 
hour. Representatives of the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission at the post offices in 
all cities are furnishing definite infor- 
matio to persons interested.

“s| OUR WASHINGTON LETTER 


What an Andover Man Sees at 
the Nation’s Capitol. 


(Special Correspondence to the Towns- 
_ man.) 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 24.— The 
long predicted bieak between the Presi- 
dent and his party leaders—that is 
real leaders—hac come at last. It was 
ot course to be expected and the end is 
not yet. To any man with half an eye 
it was easy to see that many important 
things in the war prepatations here 
were not being cartied out as they should 
be and the administration’s policy of 
‘what are you geing to do about it” 
has gone a bit too far. It may be well 
for every citizen to know that a mighty 
great difference. exists between ‘“‘ad- 
ministration” and “‘government.’’ Sen- 
ator Lodge ip his reply to Senator Stone 
in the Senate on Monday said on this 
point: “If there hasbeen a partisan- 
ship anywhere since the war began, it 
has not been in the Congress of the 
United States. Panty politics have been 
pretty cbvious to everybody, to the 
most casual looker-on elsewhere. While 
we were organizing all the industries and 
all the resources of the United States, 
as we needed to do. in order to win 
this wat, it has seemed to me at times as 
if it might be well to oiganize and use 
all the ability of the country. The par- 
ties of this country are pretty evenly 
divided, and to confine one party to the 
right to give their lives, their sons, their 
brothers, their husbands, to the armies 
and navies seemed to me not altogether 
best. I think it would have been bette: 
if they had been more largely called 
upon for work, and that we needed all 
our ability, not half of it, in the general 
service of the United States. Our high- 
est allegiance is not to the President. 
Ou: highest allegiance is to the country 
and the cause.” And the Senato: goes 
on to say that the administration has 
failed to take the best from its own 
paity. The issue is being closely drawn 
and no man in this city during these 
days of war can deny the fact that 
efficiency is largely wanting in scores of 
bureaus and departments. 

Senator. Stone’s denunciation of the 
Republican party and ot Colonel Roose-: 
velt carries. little weight for the Senator 
is known beyond* any doubt. The 
strange thing about it all is that any 
Senator replied to him.’ And another, 


feature of the debate was that-Senator | 


Kirby of Arkansas, who voted against 
the war, was one of the men who defend- 
ed the administration and the War 
Department.

poste:ity, I piedict with perfect confi- 
dence that high upon the roll of honor 
will be written the name of Augustus 
Peabody Gardner, statesman, patriot, 
and gallant gentlemen.” — _- 

Congressman George Holden Tink- 
ham, of Boston, who has just returned 
from the battle fields of Europe told 
the House this week what he had seen 
in a most interesting address. Mr. Tink- 
ham is still showing the effects of his 
trip to the Italian front as his right 
aim is still in a sling due to inju.ies 
1eceived in an automobile accident.

Flying by Planes 


Lieut. George E. Ingram, stationed at 
San Antonio, Texas, sends an interesting 
clipping from “The San Antonio Ex- 
press” describing the work ir which 
he is engaged in Texas. The subject is 
so interesting that the clipping is here- 
with printed, also a lette: from Lieuten- 
ant Ingram: 

San Antonio, Texas.

What makes the flyers fly? 

Where are the aviators who are to 
pilot Uncle Sam’s aeroplane squadrons 
on the battlefields of Europe? 

The answer is San Antonio and the 
men who are to do the flying are getting 
the strictest training in the world under 
the direction of Maj. H. B. S. Burwell, 
the youngest flying major in the United 
States Army, at Kelly Field No. 2. Ma- 
jor Burwell is somewhat of a flyer him- 
self. His fitst service in the United 
States Army was with the cavalry and, in 
the old days, the cavalry was known as 
the “flying branch of the service.” 
‘Times have changed, and the former 
cavalryman is now teaching the eyes of 
the army how best to do their duty. 

It is not permitted to an officer of the 
United States Army to tell stories of the 
work that is being done at Uncle Sam’s 
big camps, but it is allowable for a pa- 
triotic citizen,. who wishes to give away 
no state secrets, to see the work and tell 
how wonderfully these American boys 


that they must undergo before they can 
even hope to qualify “Somewhere in 
Europe.” 4 

The story is neither an interview nor a 
criticism. It is just what is going on 
every day only a few miles south of the 


city. ‘ 

At this field—Kelly Field No. 2— 
there are more than 400 flyers working 
all the time. Mechanics are busy night 
and day. Mcre than 1,000 flights are 
made from this field, every day—some 
for five minutes—some up to a half hour. 

The air is fairly dizzy with flyers—to 
the layman—but to the trained officer 
there is no dizziness at all. It is all 
worked out in one big plan. Remark- 
ably few accidents have occurred at 
Keily Field, with so much. flying, and, 
as one of the aviatois said the other 
day, so much dust is kicked up by the 
propellers that it is only by the strict- 
est discipline and most caeful distri- 
bution of the ground and ai: sections 
that safe flying can be done at all. 

“Tl tell you how that trouble is,” 
said an old-timer at the field. ‘‘Some- 
times high winds cause so much dust 
that it makes it. difficult to see what 
machines are in front. Each propelle: 
kicks up a great cloud of dust. Take a 
number of these and the trouble becomes 
severe. To have this difficulty over- 
come, the field is watered every night. 
This work cannot be done in the day- 
time because it seriously interferes with 
the flying.” 

‘*We have had one bad accident at 
Kelly Field and only one. It is a maivel 
that we have not had more. 

“We have men so capable here that, 
although they were students only a short 
time ago, they are instructors now. 
Sometimes thiity’o: forty planes are in 
the air at once and about this there are 
a few things that it would not harm the 
public to know nor ‘the army to have it 
known. 

“Let me tell you how we treat a man 
at first. The weather makes much dif- 
ference. All conditions must be favor- 
able before a man is allowed to make his 
first flight alone. It is a psychological 
proposition. There are certain times 
when certain men should be turned 
loose. To fix this is up to the in- 
structors. These men hold the fate of 
our future aviators in their hands and 
their judgment has been, so far, so un- 
erring that the parents of aviator cadets 
now in the army owe these instructors a 
great tribute. 

“All psychological effects are foreseen 
before the first trial flight alone is under- 
taken. If a man is notified that he has, 
been turned loose from his inst: uctor and 
that he is to take a flight alone, he will 
lose sleep. He probably will fly all night 
in dreams, or half awake, and be un- 
strung when the hour that he believes is 
set for his trial comes. 

“When that hour comes, he doesn’t go 
alone. His instructors know how he 
feels. He goes with an instructor again. 
His ‘solo’ does not come until he is 
ready. His instructor cautions him on 
other trial trips. He tells him to beware 
of certain things and the main ones are 
these: 

“Know your, machine. 

“Know the air. 


in the school. 


“Be sure not to climb on a turn. 

“Be sure not to come down too slow. 

“Then the instructor pats the lad 
on the shoulder after one more trial and 
says: “You're all right. Go ahead.’ 
He gets ‘his trial and makes a success. 
He has confidence. No more sleepless 
nights for him. He knows what he is 
doing and that he can do it. 

“The next day he is taken to a new 
field: He is. turned loose again and 
placed under an ittstructor who makes 
the flying uniform. All flyers fly dif- 
ferently. THis instructor is to teach 
the men the necessity of uniform move- 
ment—not to go off at a tangent when 
it is not necessary. _ And, at this stage, 
there is a specialization just on land- 
ings. This is one of the most difficult 
things for an aviator to learn, 

“It is not half as hard to get off the 
ground as it is to get back on it again 
safely. We have a-big landing place for 
beginners. Then we begin to specialize. 
Smaller landings are appointed. Cross 
country flights are arranged. In each 
such case a definite place is designated 
for a landing and a truck is sent there in 
advance to meet the student. He is 
given a map and his directions and a 
compass. He may not hit it right the 
first time, but I’ll bet he'll hit it the sec- 
ond. 

“We are making great strides here. 
Strict and harsh discipline is necessary 
to prevent collisions in the air. The 
slightest amount of carelessness receives 
quick reprimand and punishment. But, 
after all,. the greatest amount of kind 


consideration is given, where it can be, 


to counteract this discipline among men 
We are making aviators 
that are good ones—aviators that Uncle 
Sam and all the men and women in 
Uncle Sam’s domain may be well proud 
of. Some day you will hear from them,”

Editorial Cinders 
--Itis not toc late to express the editor’s 
sense of personal loss in the death of 
Felix G. Haynes. If that section of the 
town where he had made his home 
practically all his life had chosen its 
leading citizen, undoubtedly Mr. Haynes 
would have held that position in Ballard- 
vale for many years. He had been its 
leading merchant, its representative on 
practically all of the important town 
boards, its adviser in nearly all matters 
where clear judgment, the highest type 
of integrity and warm sympathy were 
involved. His activities were not con- 
fined, however, to Ballardvale in so far 
as they touched the life cf Andover. 
For many years he was a member of the 
school board, giving to that place those 
qualities which made him sought in 


private life and made him of great value.

| Lecture by William W. Ellsworth at 


eee eee 


Stone Chapel 


A very enjgyable and profitable lec- 
ture by Willige . Ellsworth was heard 
last Friday evening in Stone. Chapel. 
Mr. Ellsworth, formerly the president 
of the Century Company of New York 
City, spoke on the subject, “ All Morithly 
Magazines.”*. He outlined the different 
types cf magazines and how they were 
conducted. He showed that many of 
the most famous writers of the English 


azines, as Dickens, Thackeray, Benja- 
min Franklin, Edgar Allen Pce, and 
Longfellow, and othets o: our own times.’ 
The first American magazine of any 
influence Was “The Saturday Evening 
Post”’, published by Benjamin Frankly 
Other magazines were named, whic 
appeared and ran for a time, Harper’s 
being among those that survived and 
made good. 

Many of the early magazines did not 
advertise, but as expenses increased 
most of them resorted to this method 
of keeping up their publications. Very 
few of the list do not advertise. 

Mr. Ellsworth, in a very entertaining 
manne}, related his interviews with 
literary men of the country and Eng- 
land. Among the list he mentioned 
Bryant, Longfellow, Richard Hardin 
Davis and Winston Churchill, . 

A brief classification of magazines was 
suggested by Mi. Ellsworth. For young 
people, St. Nicholas, Thé Youths’ 
Companion, and the Boy Scouts’ pub- 
lications, as The Boy’s Magazine. A 
list he would place at the top, would 
include Harper's, the Century, and the 
Atlantic Monthly. In a second list he 
would place Evetybody’s, Saturday 
Evening Post, Hearst’s and the Ladies’ 
Home Journal. 

He said he had been asked how to 
leain to write. His answer was, there is 
no known way, and he would suggest 
the only way to learn how to write was to 
write. : a . 

Mr. Ellsworth, in refetiing to his own 
personal experiences, said he began_the 
work at fourteen years of age and took 
up the financial end ,of it at. twenty- 
three. In general publishing was not a 
paying business, 

A very interesting feature of the 
lecture was the'story of the suppressed 
interview cf 1908 with the Kaiser, the 
manuscript of which he had read. Mr. 
Ellsworth said he was surprised at the 
contents, and that the Kaiser would 
make public such facts. 


War Savings Campaign 


The vigor with which the entire

Dr Abraham Rthbany at the Stone 
Chapel 


Wednesday evening the faculty and 
students of Phillips Academy, and many 
of the townspeople had the privilege of 
hearing an address on a timely subject, 
“The Fall of Jerusalem.” The speaker 
was Dr. Abraham Rihbany of the 
Church of the Disciples, Boston. Dr. 
Claude M. Fuess of the Academy fac- 
ulty introduced the speaker, stating his 
fitness and ability to discuss such a well- 
timed and interesting subject. 

Dr. Rihbany proved the assertion of 
Dr. Fuess in the clear manner in which 
he related many facts of.past and pres- 
ent interest concerning Jerusalem, the 
most noted city in the world. The 
speaker was very familiar with Jerusa- 
lem and its vicinity, as his birthplace 
was near that city and he had visited it 
in his early days. He said all who had 
paid a visit tothe city were called 
pilgrims. He also knew well the Turks 
who had controlled the city so long, and 
while the Turk had some good qualities 
when he was a host;“generally, he was 
devoid of all qualities which make a man. 
The Turk had no respect for the rights 
of others, and was specially cruel and 
oppressive to enemies. Such a people 
had ruled Jerusalem for many. cen- 
turies and it was a great joy te him and 
the. entire Christian world that, Jeru- 
salem was again out of the hands cf the 
Turk and under control of a nation that 
would give the werld the privilege of 
seeing the many objects of interest to 
Bible students,” and especially. the 
sepulchre of Christ. Today the flag of 
freedom flies over the city, as the 
English nation stood for freedom, 
justice and righteousness. Y is 

Dr. Rihbany spoke of the beneficial 
rule of England in Egypt. and that 
Palestine under the same laws would be 
a free land and a safe land for all 
travelers and visitors to that ancient 
city of God. The one danger in con- 
nection with the English control of the 
city would be that Germany might raise 
an immense army and attempt to re- 
capture it, but the whole woild would 
tise against the German possession of 
the city containing the sepulchre of the 
world’s Saviour and Redeemer, 

Je:usalem has a great history, trom 
its early name of Jebus to the time of 
Abraham when he entered the city and 
was met by the king of Salem, known.as 
the “city of peace”, down to the’present 
fall into the English general’s hands, 

It has had a notable history and has 
been captured many times,this last being 
the twenty-second capture of the city. 

Dr. Rihbany described very clearly 
the manner of the capture by General 
Allenby. The English commander cap- 
tured Joppa as a base and divided his 
army; a part marched around the city 
and the main part of the army marched 
upon the city under fire, yet did not 
train any guns upon the city, in order 
not to ruin any. of. the “buildings .on; 
shiines or temples. This was very dif- 
ferent from the German plan in Belgium 
and France. The Turks éxpected that 
the city, would be attacked through the 
Gate Beautiful, made famous by Peter 
and John’s mitacle of healing .the 
cripple; but General Allenby entered the 
city from the opposite side, and without 
any destruction or loot the famous eld 
city changed hands. 

Dr. Rihbany recalled a number of 
historic visitors to Jerusalem. David 
was its second king. Solomon succeeded 
him and during his reign.the Queen of 
Sheba came; Roman kings; Alexander 
the Great;.and among modern visitors, 
Emperor Joseph of Austria, Edward 
VIL, and last of all, Kaiser William. All 
visitors were asked to wear sandals 
in walking through some of the sacred 
buildings. The Kaiser deigned to put 
sandals on, and Dr. Rihbany, being a 
visitor soon after the Kaiser, said be 
felt honored to wear the sandals worn by 
the Emperor, but since had blown the 
dust from his shoes. 

_ Dr. Rihbany in closing summed up 

the effects of the last fall of Jerusalem 

into the hands of the English as follows: 

The first effect was a moral one. No 
city is like Jerusalem in being the home 
of so many religions. The Turks were 
Mohammedans, vet they suffered all 
religions {0 exist. The Turks thought 
they hat’ a perfect right to the city, as 
Mohammed* had ascended to heaven 
from the city. At the present time all 
Christians the wygyld over .are praying 
for Jerusalem. 

The second effect was the religious 
effect. The English had surpassed all 
nations as a'colonizing power. Religion 
was safe. Mohammedanism was safer 
under English rule than in Turkish 

| lands. Thgereligions of the East were 
tinctuted hatred, and now-a more 
peaceful regime would prevail. 

The third was a political effect. ‘Che 
present great political move with refer- 
ence to Jerusalem was Zionism. Very 
few. Jews in America and England 
would move back to Jerusalem, but 
many from. oppressed lands would 
‘return. 

Dr. Rihbany expressed the wish that 
a protectorate would be established 
over Syria, including Palestine, similar 
to the English protectorate over Egypt 
or America’s over Cuba. Germany’s 
aim was not to conquer France and 
Britain as much as to control the East, 
but the great city was now the object 
of interest of the whole world and 
would never be under the control of the 
hated German.

Illlustrated Lecture Before the 
Andover Club = 


ee 


At the meeting of the Andover Club, 
Wednesday night, the speaker was 'V: T. 
Goggin of the Contracting Firm of 
Fred T. Ley & Company, Springfield, 
Mass., General Contractors for Camp 
Devens, the national cantonment camp 
at Ayer, Mass. Mr. Goggin dealt with 
the construction cf this eamp from the 
contractor’s standpoint. He sketched 
the events prior to the commencement of 
this construction “work, showing the 
necessary steps Washington took to 
prepare for the trainitig of our draft 
army, and then by means of lantern 
slides he followed the work stage from 
the day the engineers first inspected the 
site until September 4, which was the 
completion date of the work originally 
scheduled by the Government. 

The Contractors had indeed a difficult 
proposition to contend with; nothing but 
rolling land, all knolls, covered with 
scrub oak, no water or power facilities 
or direct railroad connection. On this 
they had to build a-modern city to hold 
30,000 inhabitants unde: ideal sanitary 
conditions,“ and the “Government de- 
manded that they build it before Sep- 
tember 1, or in all they were allowed 
77 days, including Sundays, to do it 
in. Before they could start work on the 
camp proper they had te giip up the 
scrub oak, build an administration 
building, run in two miles of railway 
track, install 20 sawmills, build 40 la- 
borers’ buildings 16 x 105, build 30 
commissary buildings, blacksmith shops, 
garages, fue stations, and last but not 
leasty they had to grade about 2C miles 
of construction road. 


Mr. Goggin then showed layouts of 
the whole camp, the various infantry 
groups, and typical barracks and lava- 
tory buildings. He then took a building 
from the ground up, showing the various 
phases o1 the construction of a typical 
barracks building. , These pictures? 
also illustrative of the difficulties the 
Contractor had to ¢ontend with owing 
to-the contour of the land. He showed 
several. interesting pictures showing the 
wells, pump houses, and stand pipe 
for the permanent water supply of Camp 
Devens, the estimated capacity of 
which is 2,000,000 gallons per day. 
Several interesting views were also 
shown of general construction showing 
how the camp was built by gradual 
growth but all’ operations in it were 
kept synchronous like the wheels of a 
clock.: Some of these pictures were very 
illustrative of the vastness of the. proj- 
ect. 

The Fred T. Ley Company’s record on 
this work was phenomenal. The Gov- 
ernment only asked them to complete by 
September 1, 622 buildings, of which ap- 
proximately 450° were company bar- 
racks and typical lavatoiy buildings, but 
they actually completed 842 buildings or 
one third’ more than the Government 
schedule called for. In this ‘connection 
they were informed they led all other 
cantonment camps in percentage of 
completion on September 1. 

Mr. Goggin then briefly sketched the 
additional work that they had completed 
besides barracks and layatory buildings 
such as storehouse, heating plants, Y.M. 
C.A. and Knights .of | Columbus 
buildings, bakery, cold storage ware- 
house, 2 sewage disposal:beds of the to- 
tal area of 30 acres, and the remount 
depot with a capacity tor 5000 horses. 

Some very interesting comparisons 
were made to show the size of the work. 
The main camp is approximately 2000 
acres in area—that is 2 miles long by 
1} miles wide. The buildings have a 
total floor area of 118 acres in them- 
selves, which we would say was a very 
fair sized New England farm. The coi- 
ridors connecting the hospital buildings 
are 1} miles in length. With the sewer 
pipe used the camp could be connected 
with the sewers in Arlington Heights 
just outside of Boston. Sea water could 
be pumped from Boston Harbor direct 
into Camp Devens through the pipe 
used on the water supply system. If the 
electric wiring system could be extended 
in one straight line it would reach from 
New York to Cleveland, Ohio. Water 
could .be. pumped through — the:pipe 
used in the heating system and could be 
delivered in Providence, R. I., and on 
the lumber used one could walk dry shod 
from Ayer to Boston, Boston to New 
York, New York to Los Angeles, Los 
Angeles to Vancouver, Canada, Van- 
Couver to Chicago, and from “Chicago 
almost to Toledo, Ohio, And as re- 
gards speed of construction—it is av- 
eraged from June 26 to,September 1 as 
a building completed every 40 minutes, 
or accommodation supplied for a new 
soldier and his equipment every: 48 
seconds. : 

M1. Goggin last showed ‘the men. re- 
sponsible for the completion of this job 
on record time, an operation which is 
admitted to be greater than that of the

Annual Meeting of the B.V.V.I.S. 


Good Templars Hall was crowded 
Friday evening, January 18, with the 
most largely attended and successful 
meeting ever held by the Ballardvale 
Village Improvement Society. The re- 
ports of the officers and committees 
showed that most practical and helpful 
work for the community had been done 
during the past year. The Tree-Plant- 
ing Committee, (John Haggerty, Chair- 
man) set out 25 trees last year, 20 of 
which were contributed by Tree War- 
den of Andover, J. H. Playdon, who 
also contributed a roll of wire-netting 
to protect the trees. The Children’s 
Auxiliary did such good wora in 1916, 
in destroying the tent caterpillars, that 
they practically exterminated this pest, 
and comparatively few nests were found 
last season. The Triangle was kept in 
good condition, and presented a most 
attractive appearance during the flower 
season. The treasurer reported all bills 
paid, and a balance of $88.65 in the 
treasury. The membership, to date, is 
174 adults and 53 in the Children’s 
Auxiliary. 

It was voted that this year, in view 
of the necessity for increased food con- 
servation, the annual prizes be given 
for vegetable gardens only. 

The members of the Society were 
urged to co-operate with the *gov- 
ernment by investing in War Savings 
Stamps. :

1. That a hearty vote of thanks be 
extended to the Board of Public Works 
of -Andovér for re-surfacing the side- 
walks.in Ballardvale in response tothe 
request of our Committee on Streets and 
Sidewalks, and that we also express: the 
earnest hope that this coming season 
they may see their way clear to put 
curbing along Tewksbury street, from 
the railroad crossing to the top of the 
hill, and on Andover street from the 
bridge to the top of the hill. 

2. That the Ballardvale Village Im- 
provement Society, with a membership 
of 174 adults, earnestly urge our Senator 
and Representative to vote and work for 
the passage of the National Prohibition 
Amendment at this session cf the Massa- 
-chusetts Legislature; and that a copy 
of this Resolution be sent to Senator 
Tetler and Representative Gleason and 
to the Andover Townsman and the 
Lawrence Telegram for publication. 

3. Whereas, Death has removed 
from our midst Mr. Felix G. Haynes, 
the honored president of the Ballardvale 
Village Improvement Society, after a 
long and painful illness; 

And Whereas, in the death of Mr. 
Haynes, we, as a Society, have lost one 
of our most devoted and helpful workers, 
and the committee one of its most prom- 
inent citizens; 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, that we 
hereby place upon record our apprecia- 
tion of his sterling qualities as a man, 
his helpfulness as a friend, and his 
eminent services as a citizen of our com- 
munity. Simple and unostentatious 
in his -spirit, his sympathy and good 
deeds were. known only to those who 
were the recipients of his generosity. 
His uprightness of character and busi- 
ness integrity won the confidence of.all 
his associates. His loss will be keenly 
felt in all the life of our community;

REVISED FUEL LAWS 


Local Committee Issue Rules Which 
Will be Enforced in 
Andover 


The changed fuel conservation rules: 
of the Massachusetts Fuel Administra- 
tion as they apply to Andover were given 
out on Monday, January 21, and have 
been in force here since that date. 
These regulations are entirely distinct 
from those issued by the United States 
Fuel Administration and must be ob- 
observed in addition thereto. ' 
While the attitude of the great 
majoiity of persons in Andover who | 


are subject to these’ regulations and | 


those made by the United States Fuel 
Administration for Mondays, has been : 
one of hearty co-operation, some few, | 
either through a failure to understand | 
the rules, or in a spirit of antagonism, | 
have not yet complied with them. j 

It is of course impossible to send sep- | 
arate notice of the regulations to each 
individual. Those of the United States 
Fuel administration have been quoted 
in official form and given wide publicity 
in the press and the Massachusetts 
rules as they apply to Andover have been 
published in the Andover and Lawrence 
papers. Everyone will be held -to a 
knowledge of regulations given out in 
this manner. 

Anyone who refuses to comply with 
the rules until receiving peisonal notice 
of them will be presumed to be familiar 
with them and will be dealt with -ac- 
cordingly. 

There has apparently been some con- 
fusion in the town as to the operation of 
the Federal :egulation as to the speci- 
fied Mondays. On these days business 
offices and buildings, and ali stores, ex- 
clusive of those in certain “excepted 
classes, aie not allowed to burn any fuel 
for the supplying of heat (except to such 
extent as is necessaly to prevent injury 
to property from ficezing) and the Fuel 
Administration has urged that they ac- 
tually remain closed. 

Any store in an excepted class may 
only sell goods of the character which 
places it in that class unless it is willing 
to do without heat. For example, 
diug stores may sell drugs and medi- 
¢al supplies and have heat; but if-drug. 


like, sell candy, soda and ice cream, 
they must do so without heat. And if 
they follow the request of the Fuel Ad- 
ministration they will not engage at all 
in the sale of such articles. , 

This is an obviously fair requirement 
as otherwise such. stores would secure an 
unfair advantage over their competi- 
tors who only deal in the articles, the 
sale of which is barred on Mondays. 

This applies equally to the Massa- 
chusetts regulations as to opening and 
closing, etc. Again, for example, paper 
stores, ‘and- drug: stores must not sell 
anything but papers,.drugs, and medi- 
cal supplies after the hours at which 
other stores, af candy stores, are obliged 
to close. 

There have been some slight modifi- 
cations dusing*the week in the rules an- 
nounced on Monday and rulings have 
been made thereunder. 

The local committee is now given 
power to grant different hours from 
those prescribed in the regulations to 
barber shops, boot blacking establish- 
ments and cobbler’s shops.. The com- 
mittee will not exercise this power, 
however, unless application is made for 
the designation of different hours and 
adequate reason is shown therefor. 

Dance halls (public and private) and 
dance halls in @ubs may now remai 
open until 11 p.m., if permission” is 
first secured from the local committee. 

Lights in. show windows may-be light- 
ed on Saturday nights in store that are 
open for business. 

No distinction is made as to Sundays 
in the Massachusetts regulations, the 
rules as to other days applying. Itis not 
the duty of the Fuel Committee to at- 
tempt to enforce the law outside of the 
rules of the Fuel Administiation. 
Therefore all stores that cpen on Sun- 
days must adhere to the rules applicable 
to other days; but stores that are so 
open in violation of the law must be 
dealt with by the town officials or the 
police. 

Garages in so far as they are engaged 
in the storage.of.cars-are not within the 
Massachusetts rules, but in so far as 
they engage in a_retail business they 
must ‘adhere to: the rules applicable to 
retail stores. r 

Attention is again called to the desig- 
nation bythe local fuel committee of. 
evenings on which stores may remain 
open after 6 p.m. These are Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Saturday evenings. 
On all other evenings, including Sun- 
days, stores, except those in the ex- 
empted classes, must close at 6 p.m. If 
sufficient applications are’ received by 
the Committee; a public hearing will be 
given to determine whether any change 
shall be made in the nights designated. 

Anyone obsetving any violation of 
these rules, is requested to report it at 
once to one of the members of the local 
committee, so that they may be strictly 
enforced; otherwise, the observer of the 
rules will be penalized for his patriotism 
in favor of his less patriotic competitor. 

The rules ofthe Massachusetts ad- 
ministration as amended to date are as 
follows: 

1. Office, banking and similar busi- 
ness buildings shall not be heated on 
Sundays -and holidays, or on Satur- 
days after 12 noon, or on other days 
after 5 p.m. except sufficiently to pre- 
vent freezing. No. elevator service 
shall be given on Sundays, holidays or 
between 6 p.m. and 7 a.m. on other 


“| da : 


2 All wholesale, retail and similar 
business houses and stores shall open 
at 9 a.m. and close at 5 p.m., for doing 
business with the public with the fol- 
lowing exceptions: . 

a. Any store that has an account 
with a newspaper or a news distribu- 
ting agency may open for the sale of 
newspapers as usual, 
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b. Holders of liquor shall not open 
their doors for business until 9 a.m. 
and shall cease to sell liquor at least 
an hour previous to the time permit- 
ted by their licenses, but in no case 
later. than 11 p.m. _ 

c. Unless otherwise specified 1e- 
tail stores formerly remaining open 
until 6 p.m. or later shall close at 
6 p.m. at least 3 nights each week. 
These nights to be set for each dis- 
trict by the local fuel administrator. 
Other evenings they shall close at 
their regular hours, but in. no case 
later than 10 p.m. 

d. For the sale of food only mar- 
kets, grocery, fruit and other food 
stores may keep their regular hours, 
but must close not later than 10 p.m. 

e.. Eating places may serve food as 
usual, but they shall not engage in 
any other line of trade outside the 
hous permitted to such trade, ex- 
cept that all forms of tobacco may be 
served with meals. 

f. For the sale of drugs and medi- 
cal supplies pharmacies may remain 
open after the time set for closing, 
but shall not use electric lights ex- 
ceeding a total of 100 watts after that 
time. : 

3. Shipping, receiving, clerical and 
other internal work of stores are per- 
missable before and after hours. Only 
dealings with the public are prohibited. 

4. Savings, co-operative, Morris and 
other night banks may keep open their 
usual evening hours. - 

5. Coal dealers and wholesalers of 
perishable goods are’ exempted from 
these orders, so far as such commodities 
are concerned. 

6. Barber ‘shops, boot blacking es- 
tablishments and cobblers’ shops are to 
conform to the rules applicable to re- 
tail stores, except that local Fuel Com- 
mittee may grant different hours. — 

7. Theatres, moving picture houses, 
bars, bowling alleys, billiard halls, and all 
places of amusement shall close at 10 
p-m. Theatres and dance halls may 
open earlier than usual. : 

a. » Dance “halls (public and _pri- 
vate) may remain.open until 11-p.m. 
at the discretion of the local Fuel 
Committee. ‘ 

8. Every night except Saturday 
shall be “‘Lightless Night” as defined by 
the United States Fuel Administrator’s 


order‘ of December. 15, which order in, 


brief states that business organizations 
are forbidden to use interior electric 
lights after closing, and all outside elec- 
tric lights except when‘necessary for the 
public safety or required by law. It also 
forbids so-called white-way, cluster, or 
other decorative street lighting. 

9, Lights intended. chiefly for illum- 
ination of show windows shall not be 
lighted at any time, except when open 
for business on Saturday night. 

10.. Clubs, club rooms and lodges 
shall close at 10 p.m., except for the 
service of bedrooms: ‘Dance halls in 
clubs may remain ‘opén until 11 p.m. 
at the discretion of local Fuel-Com- 
mittee, but the ‘remaffider ‘exclusive of 
bedrooms, must be closed At 10 p.m. 

These orders shall not apply to Gov- 
ernment work, and further exceptions 
to them may be granted in cases of pub- 
lic necessity. : 

These rules supeisede all rules here- 
tofore issued. 

Applications for rulings on the orders 
should be made to the local Fuel Com- 
mittee.

Stowe Schoo! Becomes a Red Cross 
Junior Auxiliary 


The Junior High School section of the 
Stowe School has swung into line with 
the rapidly increasing number of schools 
thioughout the country, and.was last 
week made a-Junior Auxiliary member 
of the Red Cross. 

The membeiship numbers one hun- 
dred seventy and the work admitting to 
such membership was sufficient to be an 
equivalent for a fee of twenty-five cents 
each. 


All the year, since the opening of the 
schools in September, thése young people 
have been “doing their bit” under the 
guidance ol some of the teachers. When 
the Second Liberty Loan was called*for, 
the school bought a fifty dollar’ bond 
from the Andover National Bank, the 
purchase being mace by a body of dele- 
gates,’one from each of the six classes. 

The amount over-subscribed was 
seven dollars and forty-two . cents, 
which was sent to Miss Anna W. Kuhn, 
for Red Cross. ; 

The proceeds from an “Old Rubber 
Day” netted two collars and ten cents, 
the balance over expenses of a school 
sleigh-ride early in December added two 
dollars and thirty-seveh”’*cents more. 
Each class subscribed’ in the recent 
Red Cross Drive, and was thus able to 
display a service flag. The balance over 
paid, twenty-eight cents, went into the 
general fund. At Christmas time 
seventy-five dollars’ worth of Christmas 
Seals were sold with the co-operation 
of the sixth grade section. This week 
collections of tinfoil and old papers are 
being made and the results are very 
gratifying. 

When a mass meeting was called for 
the pupils of Punchard and Stowe in 
December, an appeal for this sort of 
thing was made.

Lecture Before Andover Natural 
History Society 

Tuesday night in Punchard hall, 
William F. Dawson of Lynn gave a 
very interesting talk on his trip to Mt. 
Katahdin, Me., in 1916. Many attended 
and were amply rewarded in hearing 
the little known region so well de- 
scribed by Mr. Dawson: The lecture 
was under the auspices of Andover 
Natural History Society, E. T. Brewster 


presiding, and introducing Mr. Dawson 
as an Andover boy. 


Mi. Dawson said that Mt. Katahdin 
was the least known of any in the 
world. Students of geogiaphy know 
it is the highest mountain in Maine, 


but there the schoolboy’s knowledge 
ends. 

Mr. Dawson told of a visit to the 
mountain in 1887, by the Appalachian 
Club of Boston. Two paities relocated 
the old trail which had been destroyed 
by lumbering camps. Kennedy's party 
of botanists made a trip in 1900, but not 
until 1916, by the party of which Mr, 
Dawson was a member, was any exten- 
sive explorations made. He told of the 
wonders of that mountain region and 
by many heautiful slides from photo- 
graphs taken by himself, showed that 
his claims of rugged grandeur were 
justified. He described the great basins, 
resembling old volcanic craters and by 
pictures taken from the summit of 
‘Mt. Katahdin and from Mt. Pomola 
showed the great number of lakes. and 
ponds, The formation of Mt. Katahdin 
is of the glacial period and the gran- 
ite rock of the summit and up the 
slopes above the tableland breaks off 
in huge blocks. M1. Dawson told of 
an avalanche which had occurred but 
a day before, when a block of granite 
20 feet long, seven feet squafe and 
weighing, he estimated, 7000 pounds, 
fell. He interestingly gave a desciip- 
tion of camp life there and showed 
many pietures of the party, some of 
which were taken in dried-up water 
couises far up in the mountain. M1. 
Dawson made a plea for the spread- 
ing of the propaganda to build a high- 
way. to Mt. Katahdin which could then 
be tiade as accessible as the White 
Mountains. 

Nathan C. Hamblin, — principal of 
Punchard, gave a brief outline of his 
trip to Mt. Katahdin in 1917 and the as- 
cent with Myron E. Gutterson, Edwin 
T. Brewste: and Rollo Brewste, all of 
this town. He emphasized what Mr. 
Dawson said about Mt. Katacin and its 
grandeu: as compared with the White 
Mountains.

are required to file Federal Income 

Tax returns for the year 1917. Citi- 

sens and residents in every section 

of the state are now affected by the 

Federal Income Tax laws, from wage- 

earners, farmers and small store- 

keepers to the multi-millionaire, 

Although many thousands of peo- 
ple who have never before filed Fed- 
eral returns are this year required 
to do so, there is a closer co-opera- 
tion between the Government and 
the people in making the regulations 
clearly understood. 

The Internal Revenue Office at Bos- 
ton has sent out one hundred of its 
trained deputies to assist the people 
fn understanding their obligations 
and in preparing the required person- 
al returns. These deputies have 
headquarters in the leading industrial 
centers and are radiating into the 
surrounding towns and farming dis- 
tricts. 

It is the earnest intention of John 
F. Malley, Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue for Massachusetts to bring ev- 
ery facility of his office to the aid of 
citizens and residents, so that the 
umber of delinquents who fail to 
fulfill the obligation imposed by the 
law will be a small minority. 

Collector Malley points out the fol- 
lowing vital facts in connection with 
the Federal Income Tax for 1917: 
WHO MUST FILE? 

Every unmarried person whose net 
income was $1000 or over. 

Every married person living apart 
from wife (or husband), whose net 
income was $1000 or over. 

Every married» person living with 


wife (or husband), whose nef in-~~ 


‘ come, including that of wife (or 
husband) and minor children. was 
$2000 or over. 

The obligation to file the return is 
incependent of whether tax ts due 
the government. The law says 
such return must be filed. 

The net income of an individual 
is his total income less certain ex* 
penditures named in the law. In 
computing the tax there is a personal 
exemption of $1000 to an unmarried 
person; $2000 to a married person, 


‘or ‘to’ a single person; who. actually 


supports one or more dependent rel- 
atives. A parent is allowed $200 ex- 
tra exemption for each child under 
18... 

There are only two divisions of 
people in Massachusetts who are re- 
Heved from the obligation to file in- 
come tax returns for 1917. 

First:—A person who received net 
income below the amount specified in 
the law as requiring a return from 
an individual in his status as a mar- 
ried or unmarried person. 

Second:—-The officials and em- 
Ployees of a state, county, city or 
town, who did not receive, aside from 
salary or wages from such sources, 
taxable income to the amount speci- 
fied in the law. 

Collector Malley has particularly 
pointed out that a return of net in- 
come may be required even though 
a tax Is not due the Government. In 
other words, he says “the filing of 
returns is mandatory, a special provi- 
sion of the jncome tax law.” Any 
tax due the Government is computed 
on such a return. The prime neces- 
sity for the resident of Massachu- 
setts at this time is that he prepare 
and file with Collector Malley or one 
of his deputies an accurate return for 
1917, on or before March 1, if his in- 
come reached the amounts named in 
the law. 


If a person’s net income for 1917 ¢ 


was below. $3000, he should file his 
return on Fofm 1040A.~ Blanks of 
this form may be secured from John 
F. Malley, Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue, Boston, or from any of his dep- 
uties who are traveling through the 
state. Postmasters and the press are 
in close touch with the operations 
of these men, and can furnish in- 
formation as to when these men can 
be reached for blanks and for free 
advice in the preparation of returns. 

Bvery precaution has been taken 
against liability of fraud. The Inter- 
nal Revenue deputies give their ser- 
vices free of charge, and are not al- 
lowed to accept cash. Checks or 
money orders in payment of tax due 
can be accepted by them, and in fact 
it is suggested that when returns are 
filed it is often more. convenient for 
the tax payer to attach then and 
there a check or money order, thus 
avoiding the necessity for future an- 
noyance or possible inconvenience or 
oversight in making payment of the 
tax due. 

There are severe penalties provid- 
ed by the Federal Income Tax law 
in cases of negligence or evasion of 
the duty of filing returns that are re- 
quired. There is a penalty of from 
$20 to $1000 for failure to file return 
within the period prescribed by law, 
that is or or before March Ist. 

There is also a penalty of 60% 
added to any tax due the Government 
on the delinquent return. 

A person who makes a false or 
fraudulent’ return is subject to a 
fine of $2000 and a year’s imprison- 
ment; and he must pay double the 
tax which he has evaded.
